VON MOLTER’S BOOK. 

London, August 214—Tho Times. pob- 
lishos this morning a aix-column. review 
containing copious extracts from Ooant 
von Moltke’s history of tho war of 1870-71, 
which momoir is to bs published in Bar- 
Jin to-day in book firm. Tho wotk'is a 
marvellous pieco of composition and bria- 
‘tle with interesting details, This is a 
wonderful schiovement, when wa consider 
that it-was-done bya man 86 years of age. 
The book ia characteristic of the man in 
many ways. :
